in 1854. In 1864 he went to Beloit and 
entt red the college. staring to #ork his 
way tbrcugh the course by tsking otrecj 
one of the school buildings of that plaoe 
While so engaged his father died, and 
he was compelled to return home and 
assume the management of the farm. lu 
th3 winter of 1867 he taught school near 
home, and the following winter taught 
near Cedar Rapids, Iowa. In the spring 
of 1870 he was admitted to the bar of 
the Reek county circuit. 
A dispatch 
from Siotx Falls says that id the sum­ 
mer of 1869 be joined a party of survey­ 
ors and went to Dakota. Their route led 
them to the present site of Sioux Falls 
and Pettigrew then decided that there 
was the spot in the west for him to make 
hi? home. 
As soon as spring opened in 
1870 he started tor Sioux Falls, arriving 
there after weeks of delay by bad roads 
and high water, fwith 25 cents in This 
pocket. 
Mr. Pettigrew rose very rapidly in Da­ 
kota politics, and has served three terms 
in congress as a territorial delegate. 
He 
is a man of muoh native ability and ac­ 
quired learning, and more ably repre­ 
sents the business interests of South Da­ 
kota than any other of the candidates. 
Rock county is justly proud of his suc­ 
cess.

In the sti ugglo that 
ensue4 several hot-headed members of 
Father McFadden’s flock took a hand, and 
for a time it looked as though a riot 
would be precipitated under the judge’s 
nose. 
Another 
Catholic, 
when told 
to 
stand 
down 
after having 
been 
accepted, got very much excited and 
shouted to the crown attorney that Father 
McFadden had no share in tthe murder. 
He declared he was present and saw the 
blow struck which felled Martin to the 
earth, and that McFadden had already 
escaped from the church and was a mile 
away at the time. 
The crown at once 
ordered the detention of the man as a 
witness, and, though ho protested then 
that he knew 'nothing whatever of tho 
circumstances, he was locked up. 
It is not unlikely that serious trouble 
will result if the crown persists in its pres­ 
ent course. 
Word has been sent to all the 
Catholic farmers about Mat y borough that 
Catholics are being rigidly excluded from 
the jury, and the excitement resulting is 
at such a pitch that many of those notified 
will undoubtedly come to town to see jus 
tice done.

C h ica g o, Oct 18.—Henry N. Stolten­ 
berg, Alexander Sullivan’s stenosiapher, 
who was arrested Wednesday night be­ 
cause 
Judge 
Longeneeker 
and 
his 
assistants thought he was acquainted with 
the details of the jury-bribing conspiracy, 
has been released, after having appeared 
before the grand jury. 
He was an unsat­ 
isfactory witness. Neither the State’s At­ 
torney nor the members of the grand jury, 
though they fired question after question at 
him, could persuade him to make a single 
admission damaging to anybody. He swore 
that he never|had talked, except in a cas­ 
ual way, with Alexander Sullivan about 
tho merits of the Cronin murder trial; 
that he never had any conversation with 
Graham relative to jury bribing, and that 
he conducted no secret business whatever 
with Graham during the period the latter 
was negotiating with Bailiff Hanks and 
Fred Smith. 
William O. Dahl, a young Scandina­ 
vian who was on friendly terms with 
Stoltenberg, was taken tjefore the grand 
jury, however, and he prepared the minds 
of some of the members for further revela­ 
tions. 
His history was in substance a? 
follows: 
Some time last May or June Dahl re­ 
ceived a visit from his friend Stoltenberg. 
The latter told him that he would like him 
to receive certain letters that would be 
sent from Toronto. 
Dahl consented. 
He 
got two of them. 
He turned them over 
to Stoltenberg. 
On the outside they 
were addressed to Dahl. 
Under cover 
they were addressed to Stoltenberg. Under 
the

they were addressed to Stoltenberg’s em­ 
ployer. 
Dahl ascertained this fact by forcing 
Stoltenberg to open tho envelope in his 
presence.

Ericson told his employer, Mr.

Mr. Jevne sent for Dahl and told 
him to communicate immediately with tho 
authorities. 
Dahl did so, but he also com­ 
municated with Stoltenberg.

then made a virtue of necessity.

word to tho State’s attorney that he wanted 
to be taken before the grand jury, but 
with tho unsatisfactory result above men­ 
tioned. 
The grand jury walked into Judge 
Baker’s court about I o’clock and said 
they had found indictments against the 
following men for jury bribing and con­ 
spiracy: Mark L. Salomon, John Graham, 
Thomas Kavanaugh, Fred Smith, Jere­ 
miah O’Donnell, Alexander L. 
Hanks, 
and Joseph Konen. 
All these men are 
already under arrest or bail on the first 
indictments.

D etroit, Mich., Oct. 18.—The train 
bearing the international excursionists left 
Cleveland at l l o’clock Wednesday night* 
and, running slowly, with frequent stops, 
reached Detroit about 7 o’clock Thursday 
morning.

T he Ex-G overnor o f P en n sylvan ia E xpires 
ut N orristow n To-D ay. 
N ew Y ork, Oct. 18.—A special from 
Norristown, Pa., says: 
Gen. Hartranft 
died at his residence here this morning. 
Gen. Hartranft was born in New Han 
over, this state, in 1830, and graduated 
from Union college at the age of 23. 
When the civil war broke out he raised 
the 4th Pennsylvania regiment and com­ 
manded it during the three months of its 
enlistment, which expired the day before 
the battle of Bull Run. 
As his regiment 
had been ordered mustered out he obtained 
leave to serve on Gen. W. B. Franklin’s 
staff in that battle. 
He then organized 
the 51st 
Pennsylvania 
regiment, 
was 
commissioned 
as 
its 
Colonel, 
and 
went with it on the Burnside expedition 
to North Carolina in March, 1862. 
He 
took part in all the engagements of the 
Ninth corps, led the charge that carried 
the stone bridge at Antietam, and com­ 
manded his regiment at Fredericksburg. 
He took a prominent part in the siege of 
Vicksburg, commanded a brigade in the 
bloody 
battles of the Wilderness and 
Spotsylvania, and participated in all the 
movements before Vicksburg. 
In August; 
1864, lie was assigned to the command of 
a commission and was brevetted Major- 
General for his services in capturing Fort 
Steadman. 
Gen. H artranft was elected auditor- 
general of Pennsylvania in I960 and again 
in 1868. 
In 1872 he was made Governor 
of tho State and served two years. 
After 
tho close of his second term as Governor 
he removed to Philadelphia, of which city 
ho was appointed postmaster in 1879 and 
collector of the port in 1890.

OF CFEICERS. 
ADDRESS AND 
RESOLU­ 


TIONS. 
The annual session of the Unitarian 
conference, of Wisconsin, closed yester­ 
day in Madison. 
The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: 
President, Rev. J. 
H. Crooker, of Madison; vice presidents, 
Prof. W. F. Allen, of Madison, and Mrs 
W .A. Bast, of Eau Claire; secretary 
Rev. Lloyd Skinner, of Baraboo; tress 
urer, Ransom Jackson, of 
Baraboo; 
secretary of the P. O. mission, Mrs. M. 
F. Savage, of Cookville. 
The confer­ 
ence accepted an invitation to hold its 
next annual session at Meuomiuee. 
The Rev. C. F . Elliott, of Janesville, 
spoke o d the subject, “Have We a Re­ 
ligion.” He said: “If we have disowned 
the ground on whioh historic C hristnt- 
ity stands, then we cannot olaim the name 
in the same sense that the orthodox do; 
but christianity is mora than its history* 
We hold a theory of the universe far sur­ 
passing any which has preceded. So of 
life aud duty. Our moral code is never 
finished. To have a religion is more 
than all these—more than a theory of the 
universe; more than a theory of life, 
more than a theory of duty; more than 
all these, there must bo the worshipful 
spirit, the devout soul. 
The retiring president of the confer­ 
ence, the Rev. I . B. Forbusb, of Mil­ 
waukee, gave the closing address en­ 
titled *‘ What Do We Mean When We 
Say God?’’

God from tho earliest Syrian reoorde, 
through the Hebrew scriptures, through 
the christian gospel, epistles, and writ­ 
ings of the church fathers, down to the 
prevalent idea. He sought to show how 
impossible it was to define God. Reso­ 
lutions were unanimosly adopted thank­ 
ing the Madison ohurob for its hospital­ 
ity, and the conference adjourned:
